The lecturer was 
aulsted by Mr. LamiHse, . who per- 
formed experiments to lilustrate the 
actions of the different kinds of waves. 

"Waves.* stated Dr. Xve, "are simply 
things that wag."

Sir Isaac Newton fhrist 
discovered this phenomenon by using 
a prism.' The spectrum, in glass is due 
to the niany metals that it contains.

The criti- 
cism of this view is , that -irieasutai 
come laa '-jr^^^ It 
proclaims satisfaction,' i>ut after It is 
gone we are not satisfied, and have 
not found happiness. 

Again if happiness is taken as the 
sum of all pleasures,, the' search for tt 
is 'futile.. , For' we cannot know the 
sum until we. are dead,'and then, even 
if we have realized it, we do not know 
tt anid therefore an not happy.

:',.T0; aim . at ' pleasure, is therefore not 
to g0t~it; and happiness Is best won by 
forgetting it. continued , the speakw. 
The tnily happy life, therefore can- 
not be ' a life 'of ' pléasure; Happiness 
usually refers to a general tenor of 
life, while pleasure is the particular 
gartlf ication oil a particular desks at 
a particular ' moment. To acquire 
happhiess, thé worst prodediire is to 
make it one's conscious quest. ' For 
when one does so, he. is so intent on 
rwéhlng . his goal itat he. misses a 
gi«at. deal, of Uiat, which >puld ulti- 
mately lead to that happinera'.' ' 

It is evident that that, which an in- 
dividual desires at a certein moment 
is not ttiat which will necessarily 
bring him the greatest good in the cod.

ONE frèquently hears the- opinion ex- 
pressed, whenever the question of dis- 
v!' armament or world peace is raised, that 
gl^» tHè desire to fight is inherent in the na- 
li'tjire of -man. It is said that such desires 
Hjiitre merely the animal instincts in man as- 
5||§;:^3erting themselves, and that war between 
^irTiàtions is therefore perfectly natural and 
inevitable. Such an assumption; however, 
.^rlinvno way' follows from the facts of the 
^1?; icase. The whole history of mankind has 
been a contradiction of the inevitability of 
^^J^^av, To the casual student of History, the 
.p.'î,: bloody story of mankind would seem to be 
anything but an argument in favour of 
the perfectability of maii^lwi^closer ex- 
amination will show that man is definitely 
p'/ïping somewhere, that man today is an

In 
Hjpre-historical times, every man's hand was 
i; against his brother.

been more or less steady and apparent fnri^

•;day. Why therefore should we assume that

P|hiàtory of civilization has been a progres- 
*1;|ive abandonment of the view that "Might 
pijs-'Rigbt''. If man is psychologically cap- 
ktable of living together in larger comniuhi-

The Cinema And Acting 
YyjKWQ the course ol Paul Rotha'a sane ajid 
sound treatment ot the motion picture as aa 
art and separate medium, in his "The FUmJ.TlU 
Now", one finds thé rather startling statement: 
"Such values as 'acting' «n^^ts are but raw 
material for assembly in 'tnS|mal\fllm construe- 
tion. The complete Insignificance of the star- 
systeni in this respect is evident I even suggest 
that there is no such tolng as 'fUm acting'." 

The theme, Mr. Rotha explains, is of primary 
Importance, whether It is, personal, impersonal, or 
Inanimate, — the'fibwing reîàtioh and inter-rela- 
tion of a. succession of visual images projected on 
a screen. Tbe theme is made clear by employing 
various methods: symbolism and suggestion, «aiœo- 
clàtion of ideas and shapes, varying higli^and low 
tension, rhythmic, cutting, variation in intensities 
oL light, contrast and similarity of sounds. ""And, 
the incldenta may not be as important as itie af- 
fect ot them on the characters whose behaviour 
has vn^^^^"^- "^^^ thence may also record 
the sou^S^K^ie great orgahlzatlon or industry; 
or it may develop the intimate personality of one 
being by plaiting together as a unified whole a 
continuity of selected image Incidents, which singly 
are of little significance. 

There is a general misunderstanding about the 
'movement' in a film, which may be of thrée kinds, 
each with a bearing on the construction and pre- 
conception of the flim. Movement inay be: flirst, 
movement of players, — i.e. movement of . material 
photographed iii a single shot; second, movement 
of the camera' itself, — i.e., travelling shots; tWrd, 
movement between one projected image and an- 
other, — i.e.' conUnulty, "assembling". The director 
is responsible for the terrific task of assembling the 
whole. Shot by shot, scene by scene, sequéhèè by 
sequence, the entire expression of the theme is 
preconceived .by the director uid set down in a 
scenario. It is these odd 1000 shots assembled Which 
give rise to .various emotional reactions in the aU' 
dience! 

And so. Individual acting in the true cinema is 
held to be ct secondary' importance, pdinary 
consideration going to achieving ehect by image 
'montage'. An hctor at his best is but raw material 
for his composition in visual images when edited, 
— the clay wl^ which the director works. Under 
this theory, where is Oarbo's "allure", Clara Bow's 
"It", Janet Qaynor's "sweetness", or Jimmy Diir 
ante's "humour"? . 

One of the great artists of stage and screen, 
George Arllss, has recorded in his biography, "Up 
the Yean From Blopmsbuiy", liow much easier 1m 
finds film acting." Instead of working hard to pr<^ 
Ject his «motions to "the man in the back row of 
the gallery", .the camera, by use of close-ups, pro- 
jects them for him. Another distinguished stage 
player) Otis BUnnèr, tells how, in the story of his 
career. "Footlights and Spotlights", how simple ;)ie 
found acting bis famous "Kismet" in front of the 
camera. "The motion picture", he writes, "might, 
jie called^the child of pantomime and photography. 
À wèèk tefor» the 'cm should give anyone who 
has hàd theatre experlèhee a knowledge of what to 
do. There are tricks, l,e. having to make violent 
nwtions towards the camera instead of across, from 
left to right; keeping vlthiin camera lines on the 
constricted set; midcing only the slightest facial 
gesture close to the camera. A deliberate nlsing 
of the eyebrow, which in the theatre would scarce- 
JjjjjOww, may convey miKh in the greatly magnified 
Iprowe". Acoordtog. to tbe lïçudian school of 
pt^ho-analysts, these small ahnost insignificant 
actions of behaviour on the part of a peiaon aie 
highly indicative of his state of mind, and are ot 
great value for an understanding, of .'that state in 
the audience. Aeeordlngly ttie film player Has to 
be himself; and theatricality is MgMy tmnitutai.

rfftiE talking picture has raised many new prob- 
leths. WhereiM the silent film was considered 
an independent form of expression, sharing move- 
»M>^t^ with^dh<^eoigaphy. as well as eye communi- 
cation to^^meRnuMl with painting, the dialogue 
film suggests comparison with the stage's power 
of speech. The "talkie" also misses the peculiar 
hypnosis of silent pictures, and lacks the human 
pull of the stage. It induces a . number of bad 
aeting tricks, from the legitimate stage point of 
view, — exaggeration, face-making, over-emphasis 
necessary to register effects on those slttlnii in^ttie 
back of huge movie cathedrals, awkward pat»n|S^ 
time action and dialogue to suit a massed :p(iblic's 
slow .intelligence, and an altered carriage to suit 
the constricted stage of the talkies. And the dia- 
logue film may destroy the true conception of the 
'chiema, for image lengths are controlled not by 
filmic time, but by the very real time of speeches. 

Mr. Rotha, then, would claim that, the dialogue 
form of flhn is an unhappy straddling of two arts 
— paritomime and speech, the unreal qualities in 
'the 'canning' of both being stressed, instead of the 
best features. "Diatogue", he asserts, "is really, 
aesthetically, in opposition to the . medium uniees 
pure sound is utlUzed as expression." , When one 
considers .the enonnous value of the insistent beat 
of the t<mi-tom in "The Emperm- Jones"; the shrill, 
nerve-renting fog horn in "Outward Bound"; the 
rushing of the train in "Shanghai Express"; the 
grind and pound of machinery in "The Orlmhial 
Cîode", "Men of Steel" and others; to say nothing 
of such isolated instances as the telegraph instru- 
ment In, "Secret Service"; the police sirens in 
"Miss Pane's Baby"; the aeroplanes, in "Hell's An- 
gels"; — it is easy to realize the value of Mr. 
Botha's contention. There are, also, many today 
who would welcome the wholesale exclusion of the 
cheaply 'faoeti6us explanations and narratives in 
otherwise striking scenic films and newsreels, where 
the suggestion of sound added to good photography 
is enough to impress, the meaning. ^ 

While Mr. Botha's point of view has its ad- 
mltted^;,parUallty, one can recognize the value of 
his statements, There are many today who would 
be quite happy at the old order of things: talking 
stage and silent screen. If the film, they claim, 
is (0 stand on Its own legs as a separate art; it 
must go ahead to work out, as it.^;hful compèténtly 
done with ipahtomime until the lânivaî of dialogué 
threw everything Into chaos, a development of its 
own which will employ a maximum of eye appeàl 
and a minimum of ear; concentration on i>oth 
sen^ at the same time to the same 'degree jusl 
' isn't possible. - -

Michigan Founds 
School For StuSliS 
Of Normal Child 



Ann Arbor, Mich.— In these days ol 
struggle toward normâcy and Interest 
in the abnonnal, a school for the study 
and observation of normalcy Is almost 
a unique Institution. Such, however, 
is the University of Michigan elemen- 
tary school, which has been set up as 
a means of studying normal develop- 
ment In. normal children in normal 
surroundings. 

The study oi deviation from the nor- 
mal is of minor importance as com- 
pared to the research into the lives, 
action, and interests of normal chil- 
dren, according to Prof.' Wlttajrd 0. 
Olson of the education school, director 
of research In chUd development. ■ 

As a physical entity the school was 
established' In September, 1930. At 
that time the. pupils were all of nursery 
school age. Each year another grade 
haa been added until. at present. the 
school has! pupils - as old astdgfiyjand 
nine. TTltimately those as old^^' 13 
will be accommodated. At present 
there are slightly more than 100 pupils. 
The six teachers are assisted by grad- 
uate students. 

' According to Prof. Olsoii, the pur- 
pose of the school is to learn of normal^ 
development in children and how this 
development can be controlled. In at- 
.tsmptlng this, systematic records are 
kept of. the growth of each individual 
In the school! These Includè physical 
routine records such as height, weight, 
hearing, and sight. 

Records are also kept concerning 
dental development while x-rays check 
on the development of the bones of the 
body. Checks are also kept cm the in- 
telligence of the children. These checks 
Incli^de those on skills, information, 
and attitudes as well as educational 
Achievement. Speéch development is 
;^lso checked as to articulation and 
'enunciation. The records comprise all 
these tests and it is from these that 
'\ conception of normalcy Is gained. 
Observe In Homes 
One of the outstanding features of 
lie school is the work which is being 
tone in the field of observation. This 
is being carried , on not only with the 
tudents but vrith the parents as well. 
Observation i lajièàrrtedtf tfitoïihelli^ 
Sf the childr fflîffl S S^hite . 
':lons between the parents on the child 
.nay be studied. The children are ob- 
.erved in the school by means both of 
,>hotcgraphy and personal observation. 
Che findings from this work and hints 
to possible improvements in home 
. -.lucational methods are passed on 
' "om the teachers to the parents. 

* .Stress Activity 
)' Classes at' the school stress i)r!marUy 
oarning through activity. No attempt 
!;made at vocational guidance; since 
he children are as yet too young.

Shown In Test 

^ew York--The average freshman at 
Barnard college this year Is 17 years 
of age, is S feet 3 inches tall and 
weighs 120 pounds, according to tests 
given by the department of physical 
education ! and - made public yesterday 
by Miss Agnes Wayman. department 
head, • - \ 

According to the tests, the typical 
Barnard freshman has a health grade 
of<^A-minu8, and a posture grade of B- 
plus. Her hemogl(>bhi count runs be-' 
tween 85. and 90, while her Jung ca- 
pacity is 18i9.98 cubic inches. The av- 
erage college lung capacity is 190 cubic 
inches. '• 

The girl entering Barnar^, this year 
stands out particularly for her bodily 
sturdiness, the tests show, as compar- 
ed with those of past years. Miss 1937 
Is shown to have a chest expansion 
or 3.31 Inches, a ninth-rib expansion 
of , 3.46. Inches, .a grip of 71.17 pounds, 
a shpulder strength of 48.74 pounds 
and a clicst strength of 61.77 pounds. 
Sixty-tliree per cent of the class bad 
a grip atiove the Barnard college av- 
erage and 68 per cent a shoulder 
strength over the college average and 
80 per. cent a chest strength exceeding 
the college average.. 

In geheral' raptor ability the tests 
show that the priisrotiffwaiina oiclaa B, 
far exceeds the' freshman of-lO' years 
ago. ~ The composite freshman can high 
Jump. 3 feet 2U inches, can throw a 
basketball 38 feet 11 inches, can run 
25 yards in 4. 3-5 seconds, obtained 7.2 
points put of a possible 10 for walking 
a balanced' b^iui and received^ 4.97 
points out of id for tumbling. 

Similar measurements for the class 
entering Bahiard last year, and tested 
again at the end of the year showed 
35. per cent of the class with a health 
grade in Juné. Motor ability tests 
showed gain throughout, while 71 
per cent Improved their posture. 

According to Miss Wayman, these 
tests furnish the basis for "suggesting 
each student's individual program." 
,8he pointed > out :àtat the department 
of physical éducation Is' trying to make 
its program "a student-centered one." 

"Physical education is no longer , a 
mass program in the sense that the 
mass of students is subjected to the 
same set of activities .regardless, of 
their needs',": said Miss :Wayman.

These mice are poctumal creatures 
with big beady eyes' and deer-like ears. 
TTieir coats vary in colors of silver and 
brown. The white-faces or "stkrs" are 
larger on males as a rule. .Through 
selected breeding spotted mice have 
been produced, with the' spots usually 
appearing on thé head and ventral 
surface. Another type found at boos 
bay .has lon«. tells with white tips.

Prehistpric Whale 
Bones Discovered 

Chapel Hilf, N.C.— Bob Copeland.' Jf., 
a student in geology at the University 
of North Carolina, while making geo- 
logical study durhig the Christmas hol- 
idays, /camé , .upon huge pre-htstorlc 
bones exposed. by the erosion of a 
branch of the Chowan river in NorUi- 
ampton county. 

The find was reported to the geol- 
ogy department and the area was vis- 
ited by a Tf^^t^Ë^SSÊ^^^^i'^-: 
Prouty, head rtt^pSfSSS^'^l^^ 
ment, Q. A. MacOarthy; O. E. Pifce, 
Chilton Prouty, and Copeland. The 
bones, .the age of which can be countf 
ed.in millions of years, proved to 'be 
those of one ' Of tlie earliest khoma 
modem 'irlght," baléén, or "whalc- 
l>bne". whales. 

The whale was from 40 to 45 feet 
long. The skelton was largely disas-' 
sembled and rested in- a bed of green 
sand and r marl with many Miocene 
marine shells ' of great variety. Only 
those bonu which are near the sur- 
face of the ground or entirely exposed 
are hard enough to allow removal. 
The party was successful in removing 
parts of thé fossil intact. 

As 'soon an .the bones found have 
been prepared for exhibition they will 
be shown along with the fossil shells

Approval of Applications 

Each applicant must arrange for hia 
admission to some approved university, 
and submit with this appUcatlm a 
statement from thé professor, under 
whom he intends to work in such uni- 
versity, that such professor has agreed 
to undertake the superylslon of bit 
work with the approval, of the bead 
of the university department con- 
cerned. 

The date of the beghming of the 
tenure of an award shall coincide 
with the beghming of the académie 
session of the university at which the 
grantee is to carry on his work. Sue* 
cessful candidates are required to de< 
vote themselvM|^jtori|a period of ak 
least nine monmTcS^ach year wholly 
to the object of the award, and during 
that time are forbidden to hold any 
position of emolument or to engage 
in teaching. 

A person who holds a bunuuy Is ex> 
pected to qualify for and proceed to 
a studentship and as a general rule 
a bursary will not be renewed for a 
second year; but a person niay be 
awarded a studentship a secqïtd time, 
or a fellowshlp a second ,ttane^j*- A per- 
son who has a fëllowship adîji whose 
work has been of great excellence la 
eligible to be a candidate for a second 
fellowship. 'In no clreumstahces will 
a tlUrd fellowship be awarded.
